letting it fall to tin* ground. 
In some parts of the country they 
are called cherry birds, for they help 
them selves to the tan n ers' cherries. 
Mr. Burroughs, in one of his books, 
speaks of having to club them out or 
his trees in order to save the fruit. 
Only lately I read in a farm m agazine 
of a New England farm er complaining j 
that large Hocks of these birds p4l* ; 
fered all his cherries. 
It is said thait these birds, as well as 
other species also, prefer wild Jruit^ 
to the cultivated kinds. 
So farm ers 
should look after the w ants of their 
feathered 
friends by planting 
sum 
trees or allowing them to grow where 
they come up. so that the birds would 
have the benefit, of the food they need. 
In general color, m arkings and habit 
these* 
birds are 
unique. 
The very 
plainness of their garb makes them 
handsome. 
T heir very m arkings a.* 
exquisite. 
The waxwings pay the pen­ 
alty for their tine feathers by 
being 
songless. 
They do, however, 
when 
perched 
Side h> side on a limb when 
feeding, utter 
a few lisping notes; 
these notes uttered in a louder tone 
arc* al so given as they take wing and 
11 s away. 
They are very social birds. 
They 
travel in flocks, always perching 
us 
c losely together aa they can without 
crowding. 
W hen feeding only a few 
fly down at a time, get a berry, fly 
back to the perch and others will come. 
T his seem s to be* the rule whether 
they feed on the fruit n ear the ground 
o r up in some tree; 1 have also seen 
them get fru it in one tree and then 
fly to another—the dining room so to 


rper k. 
'I tie color of these birds is a 
soft 
faw n; 
ornam entations, a black line* 
across the face, yellow band across 
the end of the tail feathers; and then 
the small, horny substance in the ends 
of the* short wing feathers that resem ­ 
ble* drops of sealing wax. 
When dis­ 
turbed they raise the crest feathers 
so that they stand up very prominent. 
Late in the fall they feed ujKin the 
berries of the sour gum tree. 
In th** 
northern parts of the country, w here | 
the cedar abounds, they eat the ber­ 
ries, hence th** nam e, cedar. 
Two years ago a pair built, a nest 
in a maple tree that stands on the lot 
n ext door, the limb» of which nearly 
touch our house. 
Although the cher­ 
ries were ripe at tlu* time, 1 never de- 
tected them taking any of them. 'I he 
departm ent Of agriculture reports say» 
th a t the nestlings are fed almost, en­ 
tirely on Inseots. 
And of the stom ­ 
achs of the birds that were examined 
only 13 per cent of tie* contents con­ 
sisted of animal m atter and *7 
per 
cant of vegetable food, mostly <>r the 
wild kind*.

<4 Columbus, Aug. 29.— During the last 
three weeks no prisoners have been 
received at the Ohio penitentiary, ana 
the population is running to a lowr eun. 
The population July 22 was 1,690. but 
since the nenough prisoners have been 
released by the expiration of 
their 
terms to reduce the number to 1,623. 
So far in August only seven prisoners 
have been received, the last August <>, 
and in 'the same time 63 have been re­ 
leased. 
it is expected that few prisoners 
will be taken to the penitentiary until 
the courts resume their sessions. T he 
courts throughout the state are ad­ 
journed for the summer. .Prisoners 
coming in lately were sentenced before 
adjournment, and under the law could 
not be held in county jails by sheriffs 
more than 30 days after sentence was 
passed. 
Some prisoners were held 
longer because of proceedings to carry 
their cases to the higher courts. Some 
of them ( hanged their minds and de­ 
cided to begin serving their sentences 
while waiting for the higher courts to 
pass on their cases.
